End Hasn‘t Given 
Peace To World 


Warn Against False 
Realism In Dealing 
With European Problems 


Washington, Nov. 19—(NC) — 
The profound reaction to the state- 
ment on the international situa- 
tion, entitled “Between War and 
Peace,” issued by the Bishops of 
the United States on Sunday 
stamps this document as one of 
the most forceful challenges ever 
given to a thoughtful people. 


“The war is over but there is no 
peace in the world.” the statement 
frankly declares. It was made in 
the name of all the Archbishops 
and Bishops at their Annual Gen- 
eral Meeting at the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America, here, and was 
signed by the ten members of the 
Administrative Buoard of the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence. Warning that “we are in 
perhaps the greatest crisis of hu- 
man history,” the document is re- 
garded as an instrument which in 
its calm and courageous statement 
of world problems also points the 
way to their solution. 

In general, the Bishops warned 
against a false :ealism. advised 
that the recognition of differences 
in ideology is preliminary to any 
sincere effort at international co- 
operation, condemned any conspir- 
acy to violate the rights of na- 
tions, groups or individuals any- 
where in the world, asked if we 
were keeping the pledges made to 
the people of Poland at the Yalta 
conference, condemned the silence 
over the shocking news leaking 
out of southeastern Europe, de- 
plored the tragic indifference to 
the plight of the Italian people, 
asserting that “we cannot be un- 
concerned about the future of Ger- 
many, Austria and Hungary,” 
a to our “grave responsibil- 
ity. 

Democracy Can Solve Problems 


On the other hand, the Bishops 
expressed entire confidence that 
democracy can solve the problems 
of peace just as it solved the prob- 
lems of war. They counseled, how- 
ever, that “we must be true to our- 
selves,” and defend our free insti- 
tutions that the agents of totali- 
tarianism amongst us are trying 
to sabotage. 


Recalling that the broad outline 
for peace set forth in the Atlantic 
Charter gave us the ideal for 
which we fought, and led smaller 
nations to make us “the trustee 
of their freedom,” the Bishops said 
the pattern for peace slowly em- 
erging from the conferences of the 
Big Three “is disappointing in the 
extreme.”

With the world being “swept 
along on a current of what Pius 
XIi recently called ‘agnosticism 
in morals and religion’ in national 
and international life,” the state- 
ment points to a “strong counter- 
eurrent” flowing now for many 
years and says it is “imperative 
that this counter-current become 
dominant.” 


The statement points out that 
“institutions are necessary to help 
enforce morality and strengthen 
motives in these matters” and

Problem of Armaments 
A firm resolve to solve these 
problems, the committee asserts, 
must be based upon a clearer idea 
of the common good and upon bet- 
ter will among nations.

most practical remedial suggestion 


to date.” it is stated. “It is in 
the spirit of the proposal made 


by the C. A. L. P. Post-War World 
Committee in its report, ‘A Peace 
Agenda for the United Nations,’ 
issued three years ago.” 

“Simultaneously,” the commit- 
tee asserts, “another problem must 
be attacked—the problem of world 
armaments and the horrifying 
danger of another race for arm- 
aments in which the United States 
will join.

ded Prejudice Cause 


Observant Non-Catholics Are Never 
Deceived By Libels Against Church 


THE man who has had a chance to observe Catholic life and who does not look 
at the Church with one eye shut, loses the prejudices in which he was reared. 


But many who have never been inside a Catholic Church, who could not 
define a single Catholic doctrine (but who have read or heard much about the 
Church somewhere) may say or at least think: The unfriendliness felt by so 
many people toward the Catholic Church is due to some of the following things 
they have been taught: 


(1) Catholics worship others than God, such as the Virgin Mary and the 
Saints; 

(2) Catholics believe many things for which there is no stronger foundation 
than human traditions; 


(3) Even though they exercise great charity towards the unfortunate, their 
Church fosters ignorance; 


(4) Granted that the Catholic Church is the oldest and most widespread 
of all religious organizations, she is intolerant of people who belong to other 
religions; 

(5) True the Catholic Church has become a great force for good, but she 
exercises tyrannical authority over her members; 


(6) Since Catholics are so loyal to a foreign ruler, might they not even- 
tually be a grave danger to our Republic? 


These ideas have been accepted by so large a percentage of our people 
that if they were based on facts, who would say that the Catholic Church is 
wholly undeserving of widespread opposition on the part of other religious 
bodies ? 

Before examining the charges one by one, and before scrutinizing the 
character of those who proffer the charges, we cannot overlook an outstandiag 
fact, namely, that in the larger cities and in localities where Catholics are most 
numerous, the least prejudice prevails and the least fear of the Catholic Church. 
The deepest bigotry towards the Church reigns in those places where there is no 
Catholic life to observe. Should not the contrary be the case, if the Church 
were intolerant, tyrannical, opposed to public education, etc.? 

Ought not the prejudice against her prevail chiefly not where she wields no 
influence and could do no harm, but where her members outnumber the combined 
membership of all other denominations and where they are growing most rapidly.

Only By Tradition 


1D? Catholics Follow Tradition More 
Than Protestants? 


We wonder just what is meant by 
human tradition. Many things accepted 
by Protestants are known to them only 
by tradition. Their Bible is accepted by 
tradition, if they do not wish-to recogs 
nize that they accepted it on the au- 
thority of the Catholic Church. Not even 
the word Bible is found in the Bible. 


Since Protestants claim they accept the 
Bible as “their own rule of faith,” they 
accept even their rule of faith on tra- 
dition. When Christ said “Search the 
Scriptures,” not a line of the New Testa- 
ment had as yet been written. At the 
time He was talking to the Jews and told 
them that if they wanted testimony of 
His divinity, they would only need to 
search their Old Testament Scriptures, 
there was no New Testament Scripture. 

The observance of Sunday instead of 
Saturday as a day of public worship is 
accepted on tfadition. 


The things which Catholics accept by 
tradition are those which were accepted, 
believed, propounded by the Christian 
writers of the early centuries. Some of 
these were disciples or immediate suc- 
cessors of the Apostles themselves. Tra- 
dition is chiefly written, and not oral. It 
is written in the works above referred 
to as well as in the General Councils of 
the Church in the early centuries, which

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: PREJ UDICE against Catholics and their Church cannot result from observation, but from 


indoctrination by sectarian teaching, and infidel opposition. By recalling to mind how 
St. Paul, at one time of his life, regarded the Christian Church as do the worst enemies of 
the Catholic Church, and thought he acted well in persecuting it; recalling how many con- 
temporaries hated Christ worse than any one hates pope, bishop or priest; recalling how 
Christ foretold that His disciples, like their Master, would be calumniated, persecuted, ill- 
treated, and have all kinds of evil things said of them, millions wonder whether it is not 
likely that the Catholic Church has been woefully misrepreserited. Knowing Catholics as 
neighbors and associates these millions become distrustful of the motives of their own 
church leaders. 


Every priest has met with this experience over and over in instructing converts. 
He has found them to harbor the strangest impressions concerning Catholic belief, and has 
laughed with them at the absurd construction they had placed on Catholic practices ; he 
has pitied them for having believed the most horrid things concerning priests, monks, 
and sisters, and has shared in the sorrow they began to face for misjudging so large a body of 
their fellow citizens. . 


Yes, any convert to the Catholic faith will tell you how different is the real Cath- 
olic Church from the picture drawn for him‘in Sunday School, sectarian papers, anti-Chris- 
tian magazines and books. The writer has seen in ministers’ libraries books written against 
the Catholic Church by men and women who were literally ejected from the ministry for con- 
duct unworthy of a clergyman, and who out of revenge and because they needed money, 
capitalized existing animosity. 

Young America, uninfluenced by the prejudices in which their parents were reared, 
especially in cities where they learn to know Catholic people, seem far better disposed towards 
the Catholic than to any other Church. 

- How does the Catholic Church react and fare from such opposition? The Church her- 
self rewards it as a mark of divine favor and of her own divine origin. 

“But thou hast closely followed . . . such persecutions as I suffered,.and out of them 
all the Lord delivered me” (2 Tim.

The intolerance which Catholics 
show towards other religions is 
only the intolerance which every- 
body admits there should exist be- 
tween truth and error. The Church, 
like her Founder, is most tolerant 
of people, no matter what be tleiz 
religion or race, but she may not 
call error truth any more than she 
may call evil good. She is willing 
to concede that the average Pro. 
testant is sincere in his own belief. 
and respects him for that; but she 
still must differentiate betweer 
truth and sincerity. One may be 
absolutely sincere and _ still be 
wrong. 


The Church’s position is the same 
as that of Christ when He said: 
“If he refuse to hear even the 
Church, let him be to thee as the 
heathen and the publican” (Matt 
XVITI, 17).

St. Augustine, who was sent to 
England by Pope Gregory the 
Great in the year 596, is known as 
the Apostle of Britain, because he 
really was the first officially sent 
bishop to evangelize and shepherd 
that nation. 

King Ethelbert, who ruled from 
Canterbury, was not a Christian at 
the time. He was converted by St. 
Augustine who, on a single day— 
Christmas Day — baptized more 
than 10,000 Anglo-Saxons. 


Joseph of Arimathea may have 
been among the many “Christians” 
who were set adrift in a boat with 
Lazarus, Martha and Mary, and 
may have gone to Britain from 
Southern France. But I fear that 
the story that Joseph had previ- 
ously gone to England with the boy 
Jesus is only a legend. 


It is on record in the Priest’s 
Breviary for the feast of St. 


Martha, July 29—sister of Lazarus | 


—that Lazarus, together with 


Martha and Mary were taken into | 


custody by the Jews, together with 
many other recent converts, and 
placed on a ship lacking both sails 
and rudder, and which was pulled 
out into the sea in order that they 
might become shipwrecked. Accord- 
ing to the Breviary story, which, I 
am sure, can be authenticated by 
first century writings, they were 
not shipwrecked, but were driven 


by winds to the port of Marseilles, ; 
France, where Lazarus became a | 


Bishop, where Mary secluded her- 
self in a mountain cave in order to 
continue her contemplative life, and 
where Martha was joined by a 
number of religious-minded women 
to carry on works of charity. 


There is nothing in the gospel | 
story, of course, to warrant the be- | 
lief that Christ ever left Palestine 


with Joseph of Arimathea or any- 
one else. 

The legend of the blossoming 
staff of Joseph of Arimathea in 
England is likely only a pious be- 
hef, as many other reputed facts 
are.

The loyalty which Catholics owe 
to their Church cannot conflict with 
the loyalty or allegiance they owe 
to their nation, because the loyal- 
ties are different. Christ expressed 
the Catholic position very well 
when he said: “Render, therefore, 
to Caesar the things that are 
Caesar’s, and to God the things that 
are God’s.” (Matt. XXII, 21) 

The loyalty of Catholics to their 
Church is a spiritual loyalty, and 
that which they owe to their coun- 
try is a civil loyalty. If, at any time 
—which is inconceivable—the head 
of the Catholic Church should try 
to incite Catholics to become dis- 
loyal to the civil power which just- 
ly rules their nation, they would 
not only disown that interference, 
but repudiate it. 

Neither Catholics nor Protestants 
would need any orders from their 
respective churches to rebel against 
laws which interfered with their 
duties to God, because He is the 
Supreme Ruler, and because any 
law or any decree calculated to 
deprive people of their inalienable 
right and even duty to worship God 
and to observe His laws, would evi- 
dently be unjust. ~ 

In every war in which our nation 
became involved, Catholies were not 
only as loyal as other citizens, but 
were probably more loyal because 
their Church teaches loyalty and 
obedience to civil authority as a 
duty of conscience.

The Sacramental System 


If man’s destiny is supernatural, the way to it must be a supernatural way, and the 
means used to achieve it must be supernatural. Both the way and the means could come only 
from God. Grace could be communicated to the people only through divinely instituted ordi- 
nances which are commonly called “Sacraments.” 

Religions which lack these Sacraments must either hold that man can reach the super- 
natural destiny by his own natural efforts, or that he could reach it without any sacramental 
aid, inasmuch as Christ purchased supernatural life for all believers. Christ merited for all, 


but His merits must be applied to each individual, as practically all Christians believe they are — 


applied, in the first instance, through the Sacrament of Baptism.
